Silver decision wise 

Idaho received another piece of-'good news last 
week: The sale of silver from the nation's federal 
stockpile has been halted indefinitely. 

The news of the decision comes only days after 
more bad news out of northern Idaho'srSilver-Valit 
where much of this nation's silver is mined. 

In recent weeks, several. -hundred miners at the 
Sunshine Mine at Kellogg and the Star-Morningl^Hne 
at Burke have been laid off. Their number, added to 
the more than 2,000 miners who lost their jobs earlier 
this year when the huge Bunker Hill Co. niine and 
smelter at Kellogg closed, gives the Silver Valley 
area one of the highest unemploj'ment ~ and 
suffering — rates in the country. 

The news that the Reagan administration could not 
justify the selling of more than 100 million ounces of 
silver from the stockpile without further disrupting 
the already depressed sliver market probably won't 
get the lald-off miners their jobs back. SaleS from the 
nation's stockpile have not been the only cause of the 
current downturn In the silver market. But the 
decision certainly wlll.not hurt those still employed.

From the paper "mask," Wilson draws the shape of- 
the knife on a ribbon of blank, WRh-quolity steel, which 
. may cost him anywhere fromSl toSOpcr linear Inch, 

Using a band sow, he cuts the outline of the knife from 
the steel, and then grinds the shape to the proper 
thickness "so everythlng ls perfectly true." ' 

At that point, he begins his "hollow grinding" of ihc 
blade, shaping lis face from cenlcrllnc t o edge. 

"I do that by eye and by feel. The metal will get hot, so 
I wear gloves, but I don't care bfccause I'm jusl roughing 
Itout.'" . 

The "rough" knife is then sent to a temperer. who 
works the blade.cdgc in high temperalures to give the 
metal strength and durability. 

"Tempering sfccl is an art In itself. I send il away (to 
experts) so that it's exactly the hardness and temper I 
want. When you go out Into the fteld, you don't want to 
have to stop every minute lopul a new edge on. 
. Then; It 's back to the RrindlnR equipment, all of which

MVRMC's obstetrics department has 
bee'n Implemented In Jerome. 

- That concept Is the combining of 
-labor and delivery Into one room. The 

two functions traditionally ha\'e been 

- separated In most American hospitals 
:foMhe last SO years, but thlsplanhas 



come under Increasing attack, both 
by natural-birth advocates and nurs- 
ing personnel. 

Three monlhs afio. Si. Benedicts 
had two labor rooms and one delivery 
room. Women labored In one room, 
and Just when they were about to 
deliver, they wore wheeled Into a 
sterile delivery room and helped on an 
operating table — hopefully In time 
for the birth. 

Dr. James Lohmann, an obstetri- 
cian, compares It to a "Chinese fire 
drill," • . ■ 

Long-range romodciliig plans for St. 
Benedict's called for the combining of 
labor and delivery Into one "blrihlnfi" 
room. However, sovflrai months ago, 
the Installation of afr conditioning In 
the' ihatemlty department forced 
some Interim rearrBngcmcnts, In- 
cluding the temporary use of one 
room for labor and deUvciy . 

So. according, to Dec Smith, the 



director of nursing, the hospital staff 
decided why not do some of the 
longe-ronge remodeling now. 

As a result, the department pres- 
ently has one labordclivery room, or 
birthing room. It also has a traditional 
delivery room and a labor room with 
the potential for delivery. 

Most mothers labor, deliver and 
partially recover lathe birttUng room,- 
which is equipped with oxygen, suc- 
tion and a fetal heart monitor. "The 
first patient had her baby there, in 
April. ., 

The new birthing room, says 
flhondn Rambo, a registered nurse 
and' obstetrics supervisor, needs 
further work to give it a more 
"homey" and relaxed almospherQ. 
Cabinets. overflowing wit^i medical 
supplles pnd other equipment still 
crowd Ui6 room, giving It a slightly 
dt'sorganlwd appearance. ,;/ 

However, It is equipped with a 



birthing bed, which differs dramui- 
i^ily from the traditional dcli\'cry 
table and stirrups, still located in the 
hewby delivery room. 

The hiSspilal's auxiliary is knitting 
and crocheting wall hangings and 
other decorations to spruce up Ihe 
room's appearance, according lo 
Jane Baker, the publlc-relallons 
director. Already in place Is a quilled 
wall hanging, made by a cJoclor's' 
wife, who was one of the first women 
lodc'liverlnthoroom. 

Both Smith and Rambo .say IIic 
nursing staff Is happy with the new 
arrangement. Lohmann says the 
younger physicians also welcome It, 
although some older physicians have 
expressed reservations, prcfering to 
use a conventional delivery table. 
Under the present arrangement, ihey 
may cont inue t o do so .

.Hansen School District may get some 
relief this year~ or maybe next year. 
' At a meeting -last week, schwl 
board officials voted against a' tax

According lo Smith, investments on 
temporarily idle funds hove produced 
enough money to possibly give the 
district's residents a one-year re- 
prieve on the $59,435 that must be 
raised this year to pay back a' tjond ' 
levy.

Hansen school building. 

There is approximately 1104,000 in 
(he bond-redemption fund, according 
to Smith. By law," the district must

reserve of payments Is in tbe fund.

At midccilpse — about l :3l 
a.m. -— the moon- may be almost 
Invisible or it may be a coppery red 
color.
